Mercy Killing’ + » « Suicide-Plunge Foiled « + » Children Slain

A former Atlanta society woman, doomed to die of can- 


cer, allegedly cut the throat of her criticallyeill husband in 
their home at Longemeadow, Mass., Tuesday in what was 
described as a possible “mercy killing.” 


Mrs. Walter Blackford,:55, the former Mary Bowen, of 
Atlanta, apparently killed her 6l-year-old husband and 
then attempted suicide, Detective Richard Cotter said in 
Longmeadow. 


He reported a note found in the house read: 
“Call Dr. Macauley. Blackford died by my hand at 1:10 this 
morning. Do not go in back room. I am in garage.” 


The note was intended for the family laundress, Lillian Garri- 
son, who discovered the tragedy when she reported for work at 
8 a. m. 

Blackford, a wealthy paper company executive, was slain in his 
bed, to which he had been confined since he suffered a stroke a 
month ago and became completely paralyzed. 

Detective Cotter said a mysterious angle of the case was the 
fact that the death weapon had been carefully hidden by Mrs. 
Blackford. Investigators first thought the death instrument had 
been a kitchen carving knife, but Police Chief George Yarsley said 
Tuesday night: 


“We do not have the murder weapon. We don’t know whether 
she killed him with a double-edged razor blade, a knife or exactly 
what the weapon was. We only know it was an extremely sharp 
instrument.” 


The jugular vein in the throat was severed, he said, adding that 
several other cuts about the face and body were not of sufficient 
depth to have caused death. 

Mrs. Blackford was found unconscious from carbon monoxide 
fumes in the family garage. She was taken to the Springfield hos- 
pital, where doctors were working continuously to save her life. 

Doctors and police agreed if Mrs. Blackford lived, she faced, 
first, possible arrest on a charge of murder, and second, death 
within a few months from cancer. 

Neighbors reported the Blackfords had been despondent over 
the fact he was an incurable paralytic, and she a victim of cancer. 
_ Police considered the possibility the couple had made a murder 
and suicide pact. They also speculated that Blackford might have 
been poisoned before his throat was cut. They expressed hope Mrs. 
Blackford would survive to tell the whole story.

Bowen, of Atlanta. She formerly lived with her family, including

Single Shot Meant ‘Only To Scare 
Kills Two Negro High School Boys 


Elisha Brown, 22, said he “only wanted to scare” two other 
Negro high school boys, but the single shot he fired in their direction 
killed both of them 

Brown was indicted for murder Tuesday by the Fulton County 
Grand Jury. The slain youths, William Butler, 14, and Harry 
Askin, 17, were walking near the intersection of Beckwith and 
Ashby Streets May 28 when Brown allegedly fired at them with a 
30-cal. Army-type carbine rifle 


The shooting. according to testimony by Atlanta Detectives 
W. L. Gower and R. E. Little, climaxed a bitter feud that had 
raged between the slain youths and Brown and his two younger 
brothers, Arthur and Thomas. 


Gower and Little said a voilent rock battle had taken place 
between the two groups only a short while before the fatal shot 
was fired. 

The officers said that, according to signed statement by each of 
the Brown boys, the feud started more than two weeks ago at a 
dance attended by all the boys. Trouble which developed at the 
dance led one of the slain youths to threaten Arthur with a razor 
blade, the statement said. 


Following the threat, Elisha Friday went to Washington 
Park, where Butler and Askin were reported to have been seen. 
The elder Brown boy then engaged one of the youths in a 
fist fight which led to a rock battle, Gower and Little said. 


Alone and apparently at a disadvantage, Elisha retired from 
the rock fight and returned to his home, where he obtained the 
rifle, it was reported. . 

The detectives said Elisha then returned to the Park to “scare” 
Butler and Askin On the way, Brown saw the two youths walk- 
ing near Beckwith and Ashby Streets. 

According to Brown's statement, he fired the shot after the 
two youths had tesumed the rock attack with a barrage of heavy 
stones in his direction.

The good citizen looks upon 
the familiar police officer as a protector; the bad citizen alone 
looks upon the police as a menace. 

And, if the feet of adolescent youth do, occasionally, stray from 
the path of rectitude, how much better it is, how much easier to 
make him see his error and help him to avoid future error, if the 
police officers who handle his case are old friends, guys who re- 
member him from the days when he was a kid in the first grade. 

You know that, every year, members of the Schoolboy Patrol 
are taken on a trip to Washington. A big event for youngsters. 
On that trip their guides and mentors are police officers from 
their own home town. 

And, after all, a guy can’t act, in later life, to hurt a good 
friend who took him, as a boy, on a big frolic, who stayed with 
him at the hotel, who kept him happy and amused on the train, 
who ate with him and, in short, buddied with him all through. 


It is, of course, grand thatithrough police protection in the 
vicinity of the schools we scarcely ever hear of a schoo] child 
being injured, or killed, in traffic. While I have never asked the 
question of a high police authority, I wouldn't be surprised, though, 
if the intangible benefit of the friendship established between of- 
ficers and children is not more important, after all, than the im- 
mediate traffic protection.

Objections to the Mundt Bill 


WASHINGTON—The best argument against the Mundt-Nixon “Anti-Commu- 
nist” Bill may be found in the attitude of some of its supporters in their argu- 


ments for it before the Senate Judiciary Committee. 


The measure, recently 


passed by the House, is designed purportedly to curb Communism, but it actu- 

|  : ally goes far beyond that to strike at basic rights of all citizens. 
An insidious and seductive approach taken by some of its advocates is that anyone who is against 
the measure is, by that fact, either a Communist or the dupe or stooge of Communists. These dupes 


and stooges are perhaps “intelltgent” persons, 


“well-informed,” “well-intentioned” and “patri- 
otic.” They may be fine people but, alas, they are 
just blindly following the Communists! That’s 
the technique, a familiar one, recalling a similar- 
ly familiar one of the shame-on-you,-you-poor- 
fool type back in the Roosevelt days when any- 
one in favor of some of the economic and social 
reforms of that time was often dubbed a “softie” 
or a ‘‘do-gooder.” 


It was said here recently that the danger 
of the Mundt-Nixon Bill is that its effect would 
go far beyond Communism and Communists to 
frighten and squelch sincere and loyal citi- 
zens interested in measures to improve our so- 
ciety and in speaking and writing and carrying 
on organized activity for them. 


This seems now to be amply demonstrated 


by some of-the measure’s supporters who at- 
tempt to scare people from opposing this bill 
by saying that such persons are Communists or 
dupes and stooges of Communists.

Corry, Jr., National Commander of AMVETS, a 
veterans’ organization, who was aroused over 
a wire from a group of House members opposing 
the bill, urging his organization to wire the 
Senate Committee stating its determination to 
be heard. Mr. Corry answered them all right, 
saying among other things: 

“Your position, knowingly or unknowingly, 
gives aid and comfort to the Communist cause 
and deserves utmost condemnation from Ameri- 
can people. Your position clearly indicates that 
you are stooges, knowingly or unknowingly, for 
minority groups that speak chiefly for the various 
Red fronts in this country.” 


Both Mr. Griffiths and Mr. Corry harp on 
“minority groups.” How embracing is_ this 
vague definition and the “Red fronts” used by 
Mr. Corry, and how embracing will they be 
next week or next month if this sort of thing 
continues? , 


Some people seem to be getting very con- 
fused about what Mr. Corry calls 
freedom” which he says he wants to preserve. 
All this confusion must be very pleasing to the 
Communists, since confusion is their aim, and 
they must be very flattered, too, at the imitation 
of their methods in so much that goes on here 
now.

After a good night’s sleep, as of now, I feel 
better about the gentlemen under the dome. 
Bumblers they may be sometimes, but by the 
time they get through wrangling over a law— 
such as the one about oleo—you can be dead 
certain that everybodygin America knows about 
it. The law still may Be a mistake when finally 
it’s passed, but it'll be what most of the people 
want. That’s the way a democracy works and, 
when I’m not engulfed in the super-heated and 
sometimes sulphurous air of the gentlemen, I like 
it fine. 

Take that margarine bill as a perfect exam- 
ple of how the legislative wheels creak. For half 
a century oleo makers and city folks have yam- 
mered for yellow margarine without a 10-cent- 
per-pound tax. The farmers and their repre 
sentatives in Congress sneered at ’em. 

Came the war and widespread use of soybean 
oil in margarine. Many a Midwest dairy farmer 
found himself also growing beans, His thinking 
on oleo taxes took a new tack. 


That explains how the House of Representa- | 
tives managed to pry the tax repeal bill out of | 


the Agriculture Committee after 50 years of try- 
ing. The resultant oratory was plain incredible. 
The butter boys claimed margarine was green, 
until bleached, and inclined to explode. One of 


‘em said lack of butter was responsible for slant | 


eyes in the Orient. And, he demanded, did 
Americans want to look like Chinese? The mar- 
garine cohorts responded that some butter wasn’t 
fit to eat; they listed the things (too horrid to 
mention except possibly in The Congressional 
Record) that sometimes had been found in it. 
Eventually the House passed the bill and sent it 
over to the Senate. 

The Finance Committee there liked the idea, 
all right, except for one thing: how to keep high- 
binding restaurant keepers from foisting off oleo 
on the customers who thought they were buying 
butter? Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, who does 
a good deal of eating out, particularly was wor- 
ried about this. 


So the Senators added an amendment 
forcing the lunch counters of America to 
put margarine on dishes labeled “Margarine.” 
How to keep a soda fountain from spreading 
oleo on a ham sandwich they didn’t go into. 


Now the Senate must pass the bill. as stil] 
seems possible. Then it’s got to go to the House 
for a conference on whether oleo dishes have 
to have the word, margarine, stamped on ’em. 
There'll be a battle about this as is a battle. 
Whether it can be won by one side or the other 
by June 19 is doubtful, but the fact remains 
that when, as, and if the bill does become law, 
we voters will know exactly what’s cooking.

Wallace's Adventures in Intrigue 


WASHINGTON—While we are waiting for Henry Wallace to say whether he did or did not write 
those goofy Guru letters to Prof. Nicholas Roerich, the Russian god-man, let us inform ourselves 


further on fascinating historical facts. 


I am going to develop the record and hang this rosette on 


the immortal reputation of Franklin D. Roosevelt, who, with full knowledge of the awful facts, 


selected old bubblehead to be Vice President. 

By the time that’ Wallace’s term as Vice 
President ended, the office of the President, to 
which he would have acceded in a few minutes, 
had Roosevelt suddenly kicked off, had been 
invested with “aggregate war powers.” It was 
a potential dictatorship as bad as _ Stalin’s. 
Eleanor the Great and Harry the Rasputin were 
calling for conscription of women as well as men

Wallace had bypassed the State Department 
to send Roerich on his trip. Roerich had no 
American passport or visa and Cordell Hull, our 
revered hill-billy Secretary of State, was sore 
as hell. The State Department had a lot of funny 
reports on the god-man. ; 

In June, 1935, Henry got a terrible scare. 

; J. B. Powell, a great American reporter in 
Asia, who later was imprisoned by the Japs and

ons and ammunition from the Fifteenth VU. S. 
Infantry in Tientsin.

scribed by them as a former czarist officer, had 
recruited men from the former following of “the 
bandit, Semenoff,” as Faymonville’s dispatch put 
it. The commanding officer of the Fifteenth 
U. S, regiment of foot naturally turned Roerich 
down. 

Nevertheless, mysteriously, he was ordered 
by the War Department to give Roerich six rifles, 
four revolvers and some ammunition, and he did. 


The State Department had been sniping 
at Roerich’s party all along. It was the State 
Department which gave Mr. Powell the in- 
formation that touched off the expose. Now 
the State Department was snooping at the 
cables and discovered that when the colonel 
turned down the Guru’s request for the guns 
and shells, old Roerich immediately cabled 
Henry to use his influence at the War De- 
partment.

' The comment on the possible 
influence of the Communists 1s 
particularly pertinent in the light 
of the 1$48 election. It is a fact

‘have quite a large number of 
‘voters in New York State who 
‘will vote for Mr. Wallace. 


IT MAY BE that the Republi- 
‘ean candidate will run so far 
ahead of the Democratic candidate 
that the Wallace vote will make 
‘no difference in that State.

“These votes are often, in ef- 
fect, up for sale to the highest 
bidder, an overweening tempta- 
tion for political corruption. The 
political strategists in his party 
are constantly urging a Presi- 
dent to extend undue favors and 
consideration to these political- 
ly potent groups to whom he 
probably owes his election. No 
President should be subjected to 
such pressure or to such temp- 
tation. The proposed amendment 
would obviate this evil.” 

Rep. Gossett gets down to the 
point the committee makes by 
looking at the 1944 political plat- 
forms. He notes that both parties 
wrote in fair- employment - prac- 
tices planks which, as a Texan, he 
‘deplores. He adds that the plat

Perhaps it is straining a point to quibble about the cost of a 
postage.stamp, but when we received a special delivery letter yes- 
terday from a Government agency, containing a news story which 
we regarded as trivial as far as our readers’ interest is concerned, 
the whole picture of Government extravagance passed before our 
eyes. This stamp, we thought, was unnecessary and therefore a 
waste of money. 

When anyone spends 13 cents for a special delivery stamp it 
is generally regarded that there is considerable urgency in getting 
the letter or package to its destination. : 

The Chronicle cannot imagine why such speed was needed to 
get us the news from the War Assets Administration, in Atlanta, 
that it had approved the sale of the electrical distribution system 
at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., near Chattanooga, to the North Georgia 
Electrical Membership Corporation, of Dalton, Ga. 

Newspapers pay a considerable sum to the Associated Press, the 
United Press, the International News Service and other news-gath- 
ering agencies just for the purpose of bringing news into their 
offices. This story could eas:ivy have been given to one or all of 
these news services by the WAA without the necessity of that 
agency spending the taxpayers’ money for special delivery stamps 
which dispatched it in a hurry to the various newspapers, many 
if not most of which didn’t use it. 

A special delivery stamp, of course, is a small item, but when 
Government agencies waste money in a small way you can be sure 
that, in a good many instances, they waste the taxpayers’ money 
in larger ways.

SYSTOLIC HEART MURMUR 

Please explain what “Systolic 
heart murmur of the apex” 1s 
and give the symptoms and 


seriousness of the ailment.— 
(L.. B.) 


Answer—Murmur is a sound 
heard over the heart or blood 
vessels, and it has no specific 
significance. Systolic means the 
contraction or beating of the 
heart. Apex means the tip or 
point of the heart in the lower 
part of the chest, the base of 
the heart being in the upper 
part of chest. If you quote some- 
thing you read, better leave such, 
reading to the doctor. If you 
quote what some doctor said, 
better change doctors. 


SODA 

In the instructions of remov- 
ing a plug of wax from the ear 
do you mean to use a teaspoon 
of salteratus, baking soda and bi- 
carbonate of soda—that is one 
spoon of each of the three or a 
teaspoon of the three mixed to- 
gether.—Mr. G. C.) 

Answer—They are different 
common names for the same 
thing—sodium bicarbonate.

This is a tradition 
started years 
and years ago, back when 
country was young. 
a hillside a little lady in a bonnet 
and wearing an apron and per- 
haps enjoying a pinch of snuff 
might, like the originator of the 
pattern weave, “The World’s Won- 
der,” sit for hours staring into 
space. In her mind she was work- 
ing out a pattern, from which, on 
the handloom, she could weave 
something beautiful or spectacu- 
lar. Once she wrestled it out in 
her mind, she would call for a 
pencil, then set it down as a draft 
from which to work—on paper. 


So impressed was this little lady 


put it down on paper and could 
take in its beauty, that she ex- 
claimed, “Why, it’s the world’s 
wonder.” And so her family cov- 
erlet pattern became so called— 
“The World’s Wonder.” 

They would roll these handloom 
patterns up tightly, tie a ribbon 
about them and hand them down 
from generation to generation. 
Whenever they would 
something new for the home they 
would unroll it and there would 
be the blueprint for their weave. 

You can find many a moun- 
taineer home still in possession of 
the family handloom draft today. 
Yellowed and almost too crisp to 


unroll, but one of the most senti- 
mental things of the home. 

Here in Marietta lives a woman 
whose great-grandmother, grand- 
mother and mother before her 
handed down the family coverlet 
pattern. It was the same in the 
family of her late husband, who 
was a weaver in one of the mills
